11 Tokyo Court Influenced by I 
| \ What Prince Learned in West I 


Paris. 
(By 
Mail 
to the 
United 
Press.)—Prince Hirohito, the imperi 
jal visitor from Japan, has caused as­ 
tonishment in official European circles 
by his democratic ways and his total 
departure from 
the traditions 
that 
have bound his ancestors from times 
immemorial, while the members of the 
Japanese community 
of Paris 
have 
looked on with no less surprise at the 
doings of their social leader. 


Knowing the formality which sur­ 
rounds 
personages of 
the 
imperial 
family in the court of Japan, officials 
here were puzzled as to what attitude 
they should assume towards the spe­ 
cial envoy of the land of the Rising 
Sun. Whether they might shake hands 
with him, or talk freely with him as 
they had to the Prince of Wales or 
whether indeed their actions might be 
wrongly interperted as lacking in re­ 
spect. 


They were thus agreeably surprised 
when they found in the young lad of 
twenty no trace of the aloofness they 
had expected, but a smiling youth in­ 
terested in the new experience he was 
undergoing, and eager to learn the 
ways of the people among whom he_ 
was thrown. 
The Prince for his part 
j^nalces no secret of it, hp is enjoying 
himself 
thoroughly, 
and is 
frankly 
pleased at the treatment lie is being 
accorded. 


The Prince's latest departure from 
precedent was a tea and bridge party 
at which he was host to a small gath­ 
ering of Japanese ladies, wives of the 
members of the Embassy staff. 
The 
guests were received in the Prince's 
private suite at the Embassy on the 
Avenue Hoche. The gathering 
was 
quite informal and the guests were 
made to feel entirely at their ease. 


He next entertained the ambassa­ 
dor and secretaries of the Embassy 
at a luncheon in the course of which 
he related to them some of his impres­ 
sions of Paris. 
He expressed himself 
as particularly interested in the shops 
and window displays. The Prince is 
doing his own shopping. 
He wishes 
to see the Paris shops himself and se­ 
lects personally the presents hp wijl 
bring back to Japan. 


A few days ago he drove up to one 
of the most fashionable jewelers of 
the Rue de la Paix and selected a dia­ 


mond necklace as a present for his 
mother, the Empress. 
The necklace, 
a beautiful chain of diamonds with 
two large diamond pendants, was the 
Prince's own choice. 


For his own use the Prince has ac­ 
quired a collection of fancy Parisian 
canes, which will no doubt become a 
new vogue at the cpurt of the Mikado.

Prpss.)—Reports of the travels of the 
Crown Prince in various countries in 
Europe ae being published at great 
length in Japan, and the accounts of 
the democratic mingling of this de- 
scendat of the Gods with mere ordini 
ary mortals are , being received with 
wonderment, hut, as a rule, with satis­ 
faction. 


The Imperial Hpusehpld, the slrqng- 
hold of all {hat js conservative and 
redolent with ancient ceremonial, has. 
even begun to awake from its sleep 
of centuries, and it is given out that 
on the return of the Crown Prince 
many reforms are to be carried out,, 
when much ancient ceremonial will be 
replaced by more modern doings. 


Thus it is understood .that the Im- j 
penal Household is considering aban­ 
doning the present rule which pre­ 
vents publication of pictures of the 
Crpwn Prince without specific permis­ 
sion having been granted. 
Admission 
to certain of the imperial grounds is 
also to .be made easier, and some of 
the vast lands.held by royalty may be 
opened for use by the peqple. 


The prospect of a visit in Japan 
by the Prince of Wales has brought 
up the point that at that time it will 
be necessary for the Crown Prince to 
entertain his royal visitor at some 
theater, and many ceremonial compli­ 
cations must be considered. 


To a Westerner the shy little steps 
'taken by Japan in the direction of 
democracy are quite amusing, for roy 
al travel and the like is still attended 
by an amount of circumstance 
and 
ceremonial which cannot but 
seem 
ludicrous to republican 
eyes. How­ 
ever, while the progress is gradual 
and by small steps only, it is steady, 
and there can be no doubt but that the 
travels of the Crown Prince will do 
much to hasten the process.

BETTER OUTLOOK 
CANADIAN TRADE BOOMS 


New 
York, 
Aug. 
1.—President 
Harding's announcement of a compre­ 
hensive financial plan for the disposal 
of pending 
railroad 
questions, 
for 
handling problems relating to the ex­ 
portation of cotton and for rural cred­ 
it generally, has been the leading con­ 
structive element in this week's de­ 
velopment. 
The plan, as announced, 
II put no new railroad burden on the 
Treasury Department except that of 
temporary financing, but should re­ 
sult in relieving the railroads to a 
very considerable extent. 
What rail­ 
road investor.*think of the suggestion 
is shown by the renewed strength of 
the rails and the fact that the public 
is again exhibiting genuine interest in 
them. The announcement 
furnishes 
additioal evidence of the President's 
disposition to do what is feasible il 
aid of business. 


Preparing for Better Trade. 
That the country is preparing for a 
very much better trade situation in 
the autumn there can be no question. 
This is the general opinion both of 
industrial and commercial authorities, 
practically all of whom are agreed 
that indications now favor a distinct 
even if modest upturn in the volume 
of business at the opening of the com- 
ig autumn. 
It is not to be denied that 
in the meantime there is still more 
or less adjustment to be effected in 
certain lines before the situation can 
be regarded as normal; additional div­ 
idend suspensions this week make thv 
clear. 
It should be remembered, hr-.v- 
ever, that these are merely the left­ 
over results of past depression which 
is now made known. Bo'!: in the steel 
and leather business the outlook for 
the coming months is decidedly im­ 
proved. 
In other lines also the better 
conditions which had been developed 
during the spring have been main­ 
tained. 
This is notable in textiles and 
other immediately consumable goods. 
Revival of building is responsible for 
better demand for certain classes of 
steel products and if present expecta­ 
tions are realized tbjtfiftWlpoads, which 
consume nearly 50 per cent of the 
steel output, ought shortly to be in a 
position to materially increase their 
orders. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 1.—Italy has in­ 
creased its imports from Canada over 
30 Oper cent in a year, according to 
the repqrt of the Depatment of Trade 
and Commerce for the fiscal year just 
ended. 


In the preceding twelve months It­ 
aly 
spent $17,000,000 for Canadian 
products; last year its purchases to­ 
taled $57,750,00. Most 
of this 
was 
invested in wheat grown on the west- 
em prairies which are rapidly being 
settled by farmers. 


France is Canada's best 
customer 
among European continental nations, 
according to the report, which further 
shows sharp increases in exports to 
Sweden, Norway, Turkey, Spain and 
Portugal. 


Exports for the year were more 
than twenty times those of twenty 
years ago.

The Wilt or Yellows of cabbage is 
bi jii; received in larger amounts each 
year by the Bureau of Plant Jndustry, 
P ; n - ' >lvania Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
It is a very serious disease of 
cabbage that is becoming more and 
nijie common and has threatened to 
wipe 
out the cabbage 
growing in- 
d.istry in some sections. 


If the seeillings are infected 
they 
usually drop their leaves at the least 
touch. 
Such plants die outright upon 
being 
transplanted 
or linger 
along 
ne er amounting to anything. 


Older plants have the same symp­ 
toms, the leaves dropping one by one 
until there are only a few leaves left 
a t t h e t o p of the stalk. 
Usually the 
whole plant is affected but sometimes 
only p a r t of t h e p l a n t will be diseased, 
in which case warping or curving of 
the stems and leaves-take place. High 
temperature is favorable to the spread 
of this disease. 


The disease carries over from year 
to year in the'soil so that rotation of 
crops is not always a sure preventa­ 
tive. 
If healthy seedlings a r e set in 
infected ground the plans will become 
diseasesd. 


The best method of combating this 
disease is to grow disease reistant va­ 
rieties. In Wisconsin the variety Wis­ 
consin Hollander No. 8 was developed 
by Messrs. Jones a n d Gillman a t the 
University and h a s proved to be IOC 
per 
cent 
resistant to the 
yellows 
This is also true of the variety Volga. 
In Maryland the varieties Houser and 
Volga have proved resistant.

this morning, and on every morning 
hereafter you will partake of more chemical 
breakfasts. 


Most of us are unconscious of these 
"chemical" repasts. We seldom think of our 
orange juice, for instance, as a solution of 
citric acid, proteids, saccharines, and water, 
distilled by nature—or of eggs as a mixture 


of vitellins, nucleins, and a dozen more high- 
sounding substances, upon which we sprinkle 
sodium chloride, in the form of table salt. 


Yet the simple fact is that all things are 
chemical—the ai rwe breathe, the water we 
drink, the food we eat—and the greater num­ 


ber are our useful friends.- 


This is so, too, of the materials which 
every housewife U3es for the family washing 
—soap, soda, ammonia, borax, bluing, lemon 
juice (citric acid)'—all are chemical. A text­ 
book very popular, with women lists more 
than a score of others. 


And 
of course we use "chemicals" too. 


How 
could we do otherwise? But they are 
only these same familiar substances. 


Take, for example, the white wearing 
apparel you send us in your family bundle. 
Here is how we wash it: - In the first bath— 
water only; second bath—water and a milk 


soap to make suds; third bath—same; fourth 
bath—awter and four ounces of. sodaV;-flfth 
bath—water only; six bath—water and Ja- 
velle Water; seventh bath—water and six 
ounces of sour; eighth bath—water and blu­ 


ing; 
nint hbath—water only. In. all, nine 
waters for every washing. 


Now 
let's see what that means in every 


day language. If the housewife were to use 


the same substances, she. would dissolve in 


the first tub, about an ounce of soap. In a 
second tub she would use a teaspoonful, or 


the equivalent of one-third of an ounce of sal 
soda, and into a third tub she would pour 
about six tablespoons of lemon juice. 


The simple truth is that in the accepted 
pense there are' no "chemicals"—washing 
v-ith us has become a process not.alone of 
cleansing clothes, but of saving them'. 'How
